The newest member of the 
management team at Detroit 
Metropolitan Wayne County 
Airport is Kevin Warrington* a 
Romulus resident. 

Warrington, 33, a native of 
Baltimore, Maryland is the 
new Manager of Airport Ter- 
minals, He graduated from 
Weaver Airline School in Kan- 
sas City and started working on 
the ramp for Ozark Airlines in 
1973. 

In the meantime, he has 
worked in just about every air- 
line job available at Ozark in- 
cluding ticket agent, super- 
visor and finally station mana- 
ger. He has worked at airports 
in Des Moines, Baltimore* St. 
Louis and now Detroit. 

Warrington started a week 
before the place crash of North- 
west Flight 255 last August. 

“I caught on fast,” he said. 

He worked for Ozark for nine 
years before the merger with 
TWA last year. He quickly 
accepted his latest post with 
Wayne County. He feels strong- 
ly about this area and bought a 
home nearby. Warrington is 
single. 


“This is a 24-hour a day job, 
especially from a management 
point of view. You're always on 
call,” said Warrington whose 
normal workday often exceeds 
10 hours. 

4 T like Romulus* especially 
downtown. It's small but con- 
venient for what I need. I feel I 
made a good choice,” he said. 

What does an airport termin- 
al manager manage? Passen- 
ger flow is the answer, accord- 
ing to Warrington. 

“I try to work with airlines to 
help formulate their current 
expansion needs bas^ on fu- 
ture projections* 1 work with a 
lot of consultants,” he noted. 

Much of the job comes easily 
after having been in several 
positions in the airlines. “Talk- 
ing is a lot easier when you can 
relate to what's going on, Fve 
hit all the steps. I can relate to 
their concerns. That’s an 
asset,” stressed Warrington, 
He said he even listens to the 


janitors, the “eyes and ears of 
the operation.” 

“You have to develop rap- 
port and let people talk,” he 
said. 

This philosophy prompted 
Wayne County Executive Ed- 
ward McNamara to comment, 
"We worked hard to recruit 
Kevin because his wide airline 
experience will prove a valu- 
able asset to us* We were for- 
tunate to hire him*” 

Even Dick Jamison, director 
of Wayne County airports 
noted, “Kevin brings a price- 
less store of practical know- 
ledge and experience in avia- 
tion* He has worked hard in ev- 
ery position he's held.” 

Among Warrington’s goals 
are fostering “the best possible 
working relationship between 
airport tenants and airport 
administration.” 

Although Warrington stres- 
sed he assists with day-to-day 
operations and not administro-

tion, tenant complaints are 
another aspect of the job he is 
required to handle. 

“And I should say concerns. 
We really don't get many com- 
plaints. We address concerns 
before they become com’ 
plaints. I do a lot of delegating. 
Anything involving a passen- 
ger would be a direct concern. 
Potential hazards in the ter- 
minals are repaired im- 
mediately,” he said. 

Wayne County is adding 
another information booth so 
there will be one in both the 
south and north terminals. 
Warrington will oversee this 
project as well as the newly- 
installed courtesy phones 
throughout the airport. 

Warrington's main responsi- 
bility is to assure no deficien- 
cies in passenger flow. When 
they need to get to a boarding 
gate, they get there, he said* 

”1 just help people move 
through the sometime chaotic 
configuration of the airport. 
We're in the business to serve. 
And we'll do the best we can,” 
he said. 

“This guy's sharp. He knows 
these terminals from top to bot- 
tom,” said Mike Conway, 
spokesperson for Wayne

Romulus files suit 


against Wayne

Officials from the cities and 
Wayne and Romulus may next 
meet in court if their differ- 
ences are not successfully re- 
solved. 

Last Wednesday, the city of 
Romulus filed an injunction 
against the city of Wayne, the 
Michigan Department of Natu- 
ral Resources and the owner of 
a 73-acre parcel selected as the 
site of the relocation of a wet- 
lands area, according to Romu- 
lus city attorney Barry 
Seifman. 

“They have 21 days to re- 
spond. We Ye not trying to stop 
development. We just don’t 
want our own city property 
underdeveloped,” said Seif- 
man. As of Monday* no one had 
yet received papers from the 
court, he added. John Zech, 
assistant Wayne City manager 
confirmed that no court docu- 
ments had yet been received. 

The dispute began when con- 
struction began on a new $340 
million Ford Stamping plant 


next to the existing Ford assem- 
bly plant on Michigan Avenue. 
The 600,000-square-foot facility 
is located on the comer of Van 
Buren and Hannan roads* the 
shared boundary of Wayne and 
Romulus. 

The 85-acre site selected by 
Ford Motor Company just 
south of their existing plant 
was found by the Department 
of Natural resources to contain 
45-acres of wetlands. 

As a result of the Wetlands 
Act of 1979* areas with wetland 
vegetation are protected under 
the law and cannot be de- 
veloped unless a similar parcel 
is mitigated elsewhere. 

In this case, that same law 
required the city of Wayne to 
submit a mitigation plan to the 
DNR which would replace 
those 45 wetland acres, prefer- 
ably nearby and in the same 
drainage system. 

When the owner of a 73-acre 
parcel in Romulus read about 
the situation in a metropolitan 
business magazine, he con-

DID YOU GET 
YOUR ANNUAL 
FLU SHOT?

never get the flu" 

“I was vaccinated last year" 

"The cure is worse than the disease!" 
These are some of the comments people 
make when they are encouraged to 
protect themselves each year against 
influenza by having a flu vaccination. 

The truth is that most everyone is a 
potential victim of being infected with 
an influenza virus. Because of changes 
in the virus strain, it’s necessary to be 
revaccinated each year. Although mild 
side effects can occur for a day or two, 
they are far less dangerous than the full 
effects of the disease, Serious illness, 
even death, can result. 

FIFTH CAUSE OF DEATH 

The combination of flu and 
pneumonia is the fifth leading cause of 
death in the United States. As a matter 
of fact, influenza A killed 20 million 
people worldwide in 1918-19. 

Prevention cannot be over emphasized, 
especially among high risk groups and 
all persons living in the same house- 
hold. Vaccination is highly recommended 
for anyone, adult or child, with heart or 
lung disease. It's also recommended for 
people who arc 65 or older, those with 
kidney disease, diabetes mellitus, or 
severe anemia and asthma. 


HIGH EXPOSURE 

Finally, people with a higher than 
average risk of exposure to influenza 
virus also benefit. They include medical 
personnel, and personnel and residents 
of nursing homes. 

Influenza epidemics usually begin in 
December and persist into March or 
later Protection begins [wo weeks after 
immunization and lasts for about six 
months. 

FLU SYMPTOMS 

It is true that the vaccine may produce 
some flu symptoms in a very small 
number of those immunized for a short 
time, And aboui one-third of all those 
who have been vaccinated may experience 
some soreness or swelling at the site of 
the injection which usually leaves within 
a day or two. However, these side effecis 
are minor compared to ihe senous. life- 
threatening "flu bug" itself, 

A talk with your family doctor about 
the importance of proiectmg yourself 
against the effects of influenza will 
clear up any wrong information you 
may have

Get on the right track

Melvin Zilka of Romulus is 
still standing and wondering. Is 
anything ever going to be done 
about the blockage of the rail- 
road tracks near his Eureka 
Road home? 

Railroad officials at CSX 
Transportation w r ere unavail- 
able for comment earlier this 
week. They would offer no 
other comment. 

Zilka is not surprised. He 
attended a recent council meet- 
ing and expressed his dis- 
appointment that nothing has 
been done to alleviate the situa-' 
tion. 

"What is heimr done about 
the blockage of those tracks?* 
he asked council members. 

“There isn*t a single day that 
goes by that the railroad cros- 
sing at Eureka Road is block- 
ed, The other day I drove a mile 
south to Pennsylvania Road 
and that too was blocked. This 
has been going on for almost 
three years," said an exasper- 
ated Zilka. 

Zilka lives just a half mile 
from the crossing and fre- 
quently is caught at the cros- 
sing with a train on the track 
and sometimes they barely 
move, he said. 

Other residents at the council 
meeting confirmed Zilka*s 
claims, although some cited 
other locations. 

In the past, Romulus city 


officials have mailed letters to 
the different railroad oper- 
ators regarding this matter as 
well as a recurring problem 
with long train whistles, espe- 
cially at night. Residents near 
downtown Romulus were 
among the first to offer this 
complaint. 

Mayor Pro Tem Mary Ann 
Banks assured Zilka the city 
would continue to voice their 
complaints and opposition to 
the noise and road blockages. 

"The situation is a hazard. 
Semi-trucks get impatient and 
go around the blocking arm. 
And the situation is getting 
progressively worse since a 
rail yard was built south of 
Pennsylvania in Huron 
Township. This just doesn’t 
make sense/* Zilka said. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
agreed the situation is "a very 
serious hazard, especially 
when our emergency vehicles 
need to get on the other side." 

Wilbur Koester, a longtime 
resident and member of the 
Public Fire and Safety Com- 
mission who lives near down- 
town said, “The police know 
about the problem. Not long 
ago a train blocked Romaine, 
Shook and Ozga roads all at the 
same time. 1 was following a 
police car to get to the south 
side. One particular day, L 
counted 110 cars on one train. 
Another time, trains along the 
east-west track blocked the 
road for 47 minutes.” 


Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry added that there are laws 
prohibiting the amount of time 
a train can block the road. 

"Both the state law and city 
ordinances prohibit this, It*s a 
never ending problem/ 1 said 
Chief Charles Wilmoth 
"This makes it bad for the 


entire area. I*ve seen ’enu 
They won’t even break the 
train to let traffic through/* 
said Koester. 

"This is a threatening situa- 
tion when our residents are 
forced to maneuver around the 
crossing arms at a railroad 
track,” added Raspberry.

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tacted Wayne officials and 
offered his land for sale.

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Romulus Youth Assistance program benefits from grant

The Romulus Youth Assist- 
ance Program will benefit 
from a one-year grant from the 
Hudson-Webber Foundation, of 
Detroit* to continue the de- 
velopment of the local youth 
assistance program and the 
establishment of similar prog- 
rams in neighboring communi- 
ties* according to officials from 


the Training Center, of North- 
ville. 

In the grant awarded last 
month. $25,000 will be initially 
awarded to the Training Cen- 
ter, an agency which trains 
volunteer counselors to work in 
nine existing youth assistance 
programs, including one in 
Romulus, The Training Center 
was created in 1983 by the city 
of Livonia, after a youth assist- 


ance program was established 
there. 

The youth assistance prog- 
rams target pre-delinquent 
and delinquent youths in the 
community between the ages 
of 7 and 17. Youths are referred 
to the agency by school and 
police officials, family mem- 
bers and by themselves. 

Participants in the YAP are 
the victims of substance abuse 
problems* high school drop- 


outs, have school attendance* 
family or sexual problems or 
have been involved in a minor 
infraction of the law* 

YAP youths are paired with 
volunteer counselors, who 
meet with the youngsters each 
week to provide support and re- 
habilitation guidance. The 
volunteer counselors are 
trained in a 15-session course 
taught by officials from the 
Training Center. 


In Romulus, the youth assist- 
ance program was established 
in 1986 and is funded by the city. 
The $48,000 budget funds a full- 
time program coordinator and 
helps defray costs for 15 volun- 
teer counselors* who last year 
worked with 3? youngsters in 
the community. 

The Romulus YAP is housed 
in the Romulus Help Center* 
35085 Goddard Road, Romulus. 

Mark Small, Romulus YAP 


program coordinator* is 
pleased with the success of the 
program since he took the reins 
of it in July.

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County officials leery 
of road-repair millage

Area motorists might re- 
ceive a surprise when going to 
renew drivers' licenses and 
vehicle registrations this year. 
Both documents will be more 
expensive than last year be- 
cause of a $109 million trans- 
porta* 
lion re- 
venue

The package, in which an 
effective date is still pending, is 
expected to help the state, 
counties and cities keep pace 
with rising costs and make 
road improvements which 
otherwise would have been 
postponed, according to James 
Pitz. director of the Michigan 
Department of Transportation. 

Pitz said fees for licenses and 
registration have not been in- 
creased in almost 20 years. The 
new fees should be put in place 
during the first three months of 
1988, he continued. 

In addition to the $109 million 
revenue package, an extra $53 
million per year in a special 
fund will be implemented to 
pay for transportation im- 
provements tied to economic 
development at all three levels 
of government, 

Pitz said one fourth of the 
proceeds will be spent to re- 
lieve traffic congestion in the 
five largest Michigan counties, 
including Wayne County. 


Although county lawmakers 
arc allowed in the new legisla- 
tion to seek a special millage 
election to generate more 
transportation revenues* local 
county commissioners were 
not sure last week if such a re- 
quest would be made. County 
Commissioners Kay Board (D- 
Inkster) and Milton Mack (D- 
Wayne) both are still studying 
the transportation package 
and said they are not certain 
increased taxes would solve 
current funding inequities for 
road improvement and mainte- 
nance in Wayne County. 

really don't think that peo- 
ple arc interested in paying 
more money, at any level/ 1 
said Beard, “However, we al- 
ways need money to maintain 
our roads, and we needed to 
come up with a more equal sys- 
tem to raise the monies. 1 think 
{ increasing vehicle registra- 
tion and license fees) is a good 
way to do it.” 

Beard, however, declined to 
say whether or not she would 
support a special millage elec- 
tion for additional revenues for 
road repairs because, she said, 
she still has to study the plan 
and the implementation of it. 

“I’d want to make sure that I 
knew enough about this so that 
I could better explain it to the 
voters.” said Beard. 

Wayne County Commission- 
er Mack, however, had a more 
definite opinion about a special 
millage election, 

“At this point, 1 would have 
to say that a millage increase is 
impractical, and I don't think 1 
could really support it,” said 
Mack.”I think it would be very 
difficult to come up with a 
package that would appease 
everyone involved in this one. ” 

Mack said he would like to 
see a more equitable way to 
generate road repair revenues, 

*Td be very skeptical about 
a property tax to pay for road 
improvements. I'd rather see a 
slight increase in gas taxes be 
enacted, since it would be a fair 
way to charge the people who 
are most affected by the condi- 
tions of the roads/ 1 said Mack,

Times certainly do change. 

1 can remember when phone 
calls were a nickle* penny can 
dy cost a penny and everyone 
who lived here was proud of 
being an American, 

Back then, being an Amer- 
ican meant, above everything 
else, freedom unknown in any 
other country. That Concept of 
freedom, it appears, is one of 
the most changed attitudes in 
society today . 

Remember in government 
class when teachers meticu- 
lously charted the revolution of 
the oppressed masses which 
formed our first government? 
America lias been known to be 
a country which collectively 
and individually is nearly 
obsessed with the personal 
rights and freedoms of people 
in this country and elsewhere. 
What has happened to change 
us, l wonder, 

1 cannot help but wonder 
what has happened to our con- 
cern for the rights of others 
while we are so preoccupied 
with protecting our own free- 
doms. It seems that the rights 
of others have been roughly 
trampled under the feel of 
those screaming for their indi- 
vidual prerogatives. 

Those who have had the pri- 
vilege of attending a movie 
theatre lately will understand 
my qudndary completely. It is 
more common than not, these 
days, to have fellow movie pat- 
rons more interested in their 
own loud, boisterous conversa- 
tions than in the film. When not 
conversing, they are usually 
laughing uproariously, usually 
during the most dramatic mo- 
ment of the drama, or changing 
seats just as fast as their size 12 
feet will carry them around the 
theatre, up, over and between 
the seats, if possible. 

I would like to blame this con- 
duct on the age of the perpetra- 
tors. It would be comforting, 
somehow , to be able to say that 
these rambunctious kids w r ere 



all under the age of 20 and just 
feeling the effects of rampag- 
ing hormones, Sadly, this isn't 
the case. Many who are old 
enough to know better are par- 
ticipants in this inappropriate 
bchavior-completely ignoring 
any inconvenience or discom- 
fort they cause other theatre 
goers. 

And those who may have had 
the misfortune to come into 
contact with smokers lately 
have a real understanding of 
my concerns. Cigarette smoke 
has long ago been proven to be 
damaging to the health of both 
those who smoke, and those 
subjected to the ancillary 
smoke produced by the activ- 
ity. Ancillary smoke can 
prompt any number of respira- 
tory ailments, up to and includ- 
ing cancer of the lung. 

Having watched my father 
die a painful and horrible death 
due to this disease, I’m not in- 
clined to take the risk myself. I 
do not want to inhale air fouled 
by thoughtless smokers. If they 
wish to commit suicide, they 
have that right. They do not 
have the right to take me with 
them to the cemetery. 

Smokers’ rights, it seems, 
are now butting heads with the 
rights of non-smokers and with 
the law of the land. Smokers 
w p ho feel somewhat oppressed 
by being denied their rights are 
revolting. (Interpret that any 
way you like,) 

It seems there was a skir- 
mish recently on an in-flight 
aircraft. Smokers did battle 


with airline personnel when 
they chose to exercise their 
rights by Lighting up during a 
non-smoking flight. 

In the end, so we are told, 
some of the puffing rowdies 
were escorted from the plane 
into the waiting arms of police 
officers. 

As a society, Americans 
have flashed past spoiled, self- 
ish and self-centered long ago. 
Yet, I am hopeful that we are a 
culture of good and bad, selfish 
and selfless, self-rightlous and 
right-on. We are, friends, in a 
time when people are mur- 
dered on the highway by a sing- 
le shot from an irate motorist. 
A time when teen aged children 
are killed on our city streets by 
their peers who are involved in 
drug sales. This is a time when 
police officers are robbed of 
their very lives attempting to 
make an arrest for writing of a 
fraudulent check 

Believe it or not, we live in a 
time when parents poison the 
lungs of their own children by 
filling their homes with the 
virulent smoke of cigarettes. 
And they not only find their 
conduct acceptable as their 
babies cough and wheeze with 
respiratory problems and ear 
infections, they fight for the 
right to continue genocide. 

The Constitution of the Un- 
ited States outlines carefully 
the freedoms we are allotted 
provides that our personal 
freedoms end where the rights 
of others begin. 

Until we, as a society, learn 
to respect the i mportance of de- 
fending and upholding the 
rights of others, we remain at 
risk. What we risk is a world of 
anarchy, reckless abandon and 
the victory of might over right. 

W r hat l ask is a healthier re- 
spect for ourselves, for the law 
and for our fellow man.

Called 
“Michigan's Automation Supp- 
ly Sector/ 1 the report describes 
a powerful concentration of 
advanced manufacturing tech- 
nology, 325 companies em- 
ploying more than 33,000 people 
with 1986 sales of $4.4 billion, up 
19 percent compared to the pre- 
vious year. 

The new industry is centered 
in southeast Michigan because 
that is where the auto industry 
is. It sprang up alongside the 
auto industry to serve the needs 
for massive infusions of adv- 
anced manufacturing process 
technology. 



The success of the "Big 
Three" in the new global com- 
petition is crucial to the future of 
Automation Alley. Equally im- 
portant is the ability of these 
companies to diversify into non- 
automotive industries and to 
sell their products to other sup- 
pliers. 

At the individual company 
level, and in Lansing, priority is 
being given to the expansion of 
the customer base beyond auto 
manufacturing to new growth 
areas. To help the Michigan 
10,000 small and medium-sized 
manufacturers be competitive, 
the state has launched the 
Michigan Modernization Ser- 
vice. 

More than 3,000 Michigan 
workers have gained new skills 
for jobs today thanks to custo- 
mized training plans MMS 


helped put together. And more 
than 200 Michigan entrep- 
reneurs have received assist- 
ance from MMS in writing their 
business plans, analyzing their 
prospective markets and defin- 
ing their real marketplace 
potential. 

The Capitol Access Fund of 
the Michigan Strategic Fund 
provides a new tool for banks to 
make loans to companies that 
can't qualify for conventional 
lending.

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Mayor’s letter was 
properly opposed 

We knew the letter would attract attention and create a 
controversy. If it had not, we would have begun to doubt how 
valuable our American justice system is to residents in (he 
area. 

The letter is that which was written by Inkster Mayor Joseph 
Davis Jr. last month to the Rev. Thomas Hughes, president of 
the northern Oakland County branch of the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Colored People. A copy of the letter 
was also sent to our newspaper, and we reprinted it as a letter to 
the editor. 

In the letter. Davis defended West Bloomfield Hills 48th Dis- 
trict Court Judge Bernard Friedman and renounced allega- 
tions that Friedman - along with other Oa kland County judges- 
has been haphazardly setting higher bonds for black criminal 
suspects than for white suspects. The topic of irregular bond- 
setting has ignited the ire of members of the NAACP, who have 
instructed their legal department to see if there is any truth to 
the claims. 

Davis, however, acting on behalf of the Inkster City Council 
and writing his letter on official city letterhead, urged that the 
investigation be reconsidered because “most members of the 
present city council and myself know Judge Friedman perso- 
nally. as well as professionally, and feel that he is unlikely to be 
racially motivated for any cause .... Judge Friedman was the 
city attorney for the city of Inkster for many years .... Judge 
Friedman continues to maintain his relationship with elected 
officials and administrators here in Inkster." 

But Davis' letter missed the point. Indeed, Freidman may be 
a fine individual, a close friend of many and a former city 
leader. Although those attributes make a perfect testimony for 
a character analysis of the judge, they certainly cannot be 
considered as decisive reasons to disband an investigation of 
possible racism. And such an investigation does not change the 
judge's assumption of innocence and enjoy the backing of their 
Inkster colleagues. 

This week, members of the Inkster branch of the NAACP 
blasted Davis' letter and his statements made in the document. 
The group president has urged NAACP members in northern 
Oakland County to continue the investigation and enjoy the 
backing of their Inkster colleagues. 

We support the local NAACP members in challenging the 
Davis letter and hope we have all learned a valuable lesson. 
While we are confident that Davis meant no harm to the Inkster 
NAACP members or the principal of American justice, we feel 
he should weigh all of the issues and examine all of the evidence 
before using his powers of endorsement and support on behalf 
of the city in the future. 

And, we feel, justice should have a chance to prevail - even 
when it means that a respected political leader -such as Fried- 
man - must be the target of an investigation. That concept, we 
believe, is called the system of checks and balances and is an 
integral part of the success story of our country. 

Answers come before jail 

Almost anyone living near the proposed Sumpter Township 
private jail facility - on Rawsonville Road - or having any 
official responsibility to study the proposal has a long lisfc-of 
questions for jail developer Chip Acey. That list of questions 
should be answered completely before township officials con- 
sider whether or nor the jail should be built there. 

Acey’s idea of a privately owned jail - with use charges being 
billed to the government entities using the facility - was an 
innovative one when proposed early in 1987. It still seems like a 
positive step on the road to solving a very serious overcrowding 
problem in our publicly owned-and-operated correctional faci- 
lities, but it is also an idea that is far too vague and confusing in 
the minds of many. 

Acey will meet with Sumpter Township planners tonight to 
discuss details of the project and the stipulations and conditions 
of it. The meeting will naturally be of key interest to those living 
near the proposed jail site and will be important to watch in 
terms of the future of our corrections system. 

The concerns expressed by township residents during the 
last few months have been poignant, concise and very com- 
munity-minded in nature. Many residents question the security 
of a privately owned jail - which would house only misde- 
meanor criminal offenders under Acey’s plan - while some 
have asked what would happen if the business went bankrupt. 

We share all of these concerns and seek answers - from Acey, 
township officials and state corrections officials as to the legality 
of the plan - before we will begin to consider whether or nor to 
support the idea. In concept, Acey seems to have an end to many 
of our prison woes. But in realty, the idea is far too vague and too 
new to even begin to calm our fears.

The initial complaint came 
from a local resident who is a 
family member of the deceased

in the murder trial where Judge 
Friedman set bond. 

Secretary of the chapter 
James Netter was contacted by 
this local resident and asked to 
have the Inkster chapter in- 
vestigate the Bloomfield Hills- 
48th District Court bond-setting 
practices for women and minor- 
ities. Netter then contacted me, 
and 1 directed Netter to refer 
the matter to the Rev. Thomas 
Hughes, president of the north- 
ern Oakland County chapter, 
where the slaying took place, for 
determination and decision 
there. 

Thereafter, Rev. Hughes 
directed Birmingham attorney 
Wallace Parker, legal counsel 
for the chapter, to proceed with 
investigation and make a re- 
commendation. At this point, 
the northern Oakland County 
chapter is in charge of the mat- 
ters, Hopefully, the letter from 
Mayor Joseph Davis, Jr, in de- 
fense of Judge Friedman, that I 
was not made aware of or any of 
my officers until after your 
editorial publication, will not 
undermine the Civil Rights 
efforts of the northern Oakland 
County Chapter in its rela- 
tionship to the Oakland County 
courts or Judge Friedman. Let 
me assure you, however, that 
their concerns are justified. 

3- The mayor and city council 
does not and should not speak in 
association with the chapter 
without some consent of the 
president of the chapter. Mayor 
Da vis has been a past president 
and should know better than to 
respond in association without 
proper chapter recommenda- 
tion.

judice to the fact that the Inks- 
ter chapter will stand and re- 
main with their original intent, 
that a thorough investigation be 
made on the alleged racist set- 
ting of bonds in the Bloomfield 
Hills -48th District Court as well 
as other matters. 

4. In the future, I hope that 
elected officials who may have 
been president of the chapter or 
who are members of the 
branch, refrain from any Inks- 
ter chapter NAACP connection 
and making statements to 
others without the knowledge of 
branch officials or approval by 
the chapter. This causes divi- 
sions. 1 must say that if inten- 
tions were meant to be facti- 
tious, they were indeed. 

Council members of the city 
of Inkster and the mayor, who 
are members of the chapter, are 
not the political actions commit- 
tee of the chapter that has been 
designated to speak on behalf of 
a position taken by the chapter 
or that should be reconsidered 
by another chapter of the 
NAACP. 

Should Judge Friedman need 
a defense reference by mem- 
bers of the Inkster branch 
NAACP, the matter would be 
dealt with appropriately. The 
mayor should speak only on the 
behalf of and for the city of Inks- 
ter and not the Inkster NAACP, 

5. Let this letter serve notice 
and go on record that the Inks- 
ter branch does not urge or re- 
quest reconsideration of the 
pending investigation of Judge 
Bernard Friedman by the acti- 
vities of the president and legal 
counsel and officials of the 
northern Oakland County chap- 
ter. Proceed as zealously as 
necessary without external in- 
fluence. I, again, assure you 
that the efforts are worthwhile 


and justified. We will stand by 
the responsible decisions of the 
Oakland County chapter.

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Cold or hot? 
Our sources 
don’t agree

As weather goes, 1987 was an 
unusual year. 

Michigan residents were tre- 
ated to a mild, mostly sunny 
winter (with the exception of a 
few major snowstorms), a long, 
hot, steamy summer and a be- 
lated white Christmas, 

And 1988? Experts can’t 
seem to agree on weather pre- 
dictions for the new year. 

Each year, many w f eather- 
watchers turn to the neve edi- 
tion of the Old Farmer's Alma- 
nac , which has been helping 
farmers with a yearlong 
weather forecast for 196 years. 

This year, the almanac is 
predicting a miider-than- 
normal winter for the southern 
Great Lakes region, with con- 
siderably below-normal pre- 
cipitation, while the snowfall 
may vary from below normal 
in the northwest to above nor- 
mal in the southwest, the book 
states. 

The almanac predicted that 
mild conditions in November 
1987 would give way to below 
normal conditions in Decem- 
ber and during the first half of 
January, bringing above- 
fiormal amounts of snowfall 
and a major snowstorm that 
^ould paralyze the Midwest in 
late December. 

So far* the Old Farmers 
Almanac has been accurate. 

If accuracy continues, a sea- 
sonal winter is to be expected 
this year, with cold waves in 
early and late February. There 
should also be warmer temper- 
atures in late March, with 
heavy rains in the middle of 
dhat month, preceding the 
[warming trend. Flooding is 
^anticipated in the southern sec- 
tions of the Great Lakes region 
during the first few weeks of 
April, according to the book. 

Springtime in Michigan is ex- 
pected to be colder and wetter 
than normal, and the summer 
will be milder and drier in the 
western sections of the Great 
Lakes. It will, however, be 
slightly warmer and wetter in 
the east. * 

Despite the many readers of 
the almanac who swear by the 
accuracy of it, there are also 
those who do not believe in the 
book and prefer to listen to the 
weather reports on the televi- 
sion. 

Rob Kress is such a weather 
forecaster. The jovial, red- 
haired weatherman is seen at 5 
p,m. on the Channel 7 Action 
Newscast, with BUI Bonds and 
Robbie Timmons. 

Contrary to the almanac, 
Kress is predicting a colder- 
than-normal winter for this 
area, with an average amount 
of snowfall. 

“The normal amount of 
snowfall for the season, from 
November through March, is 
about 40.4 inches. I think that's 
about what we f ll see this year. 
No major records should be set 
in snowfall/’ Kress said. 

And although the snow won't 
be present, the same will not be 
true for the cold weather, 
Kress said. 

"It's going to be colder than 
normal this spring because we 
will likely pick up some snow- 
fall in mid- to late March. And 
when we get a lot of snowfall in 
March, we have a cold spring 
due to winds which are blowing 
over the snow and ice and car- 
rying all of that coldness along 
in its direction/ 1 Kress said.

U nfortunately for 
us, there is u(i- 
conditional 
proof that there 
is no easy way to diet. Oh, 
woe to those of who overin 
dulged during the holidays 
tan d some of us even be- 
fore!), This is it. January, 
which has been officially 
declared as National Diet 
Month, 

There are a few tricks, 
however, which resear- 
chers have developed to 
help us peel off unwanted 
pounds. Most of these peo- 
ple, 1 suspect, weigh 98 
pounds dripping wet and fit 
very nicely into a size 6. At 
any rate, they say they are 
trying to help and recom- 
mend several methods of 
fooling our appetites and 
bodies into believing that 
we are still having a great 
time eating and drinking as 
we please. 

First of all, they say, eat 
very slowly It takes 20 mi- 
nutes for your brain to reg- 
ister the fact that you are 
full. So, take small bites 
and chew food thoroughly 
for a better chance at a 
slimmer, trimmer figure. 

To calculate how many 
calories you need each day, 
multiply your desired 
weight times 10. Calorie in- 
take should not go below 
1,000 calories a day. And re- 
member, it takes 15 calor- 
ies per day, per pound of 
body weight just to keep 
you functioning. That's 
breathing, walking, speak- 
ing, and thinking. When 
you reduce that amount, 
your body goes into stored 
fat to operate and presto , 
pounds start to disappear. 
It does, however, take ab- 
out 3,500 calories to make a 
pound of body fat, and you 
have to reduce consump- 
tion or increase activity by 
that number to lose a 
pound. 

Drink water, the experts 
advise. One eight-ounce 
glass of water can reduce 
food intake by tricking 
your brain into thinking 
that you are full. 

Stay off the scale. Don't 
weigh yourself more than 
once a week. Daily weigh- 
ins can disappoint and dis- 
courage you. 

Exercise (ugh!) will in- 
crease your metabolism, 
giving a calorie-burning 
boost for at least an hour 
after a workout. 

Scientists have found 
that people who exercise in 
moderation have smaller 
appetites. 

Walk. Walk, Walk. 
National statistics show 
that two out of every three 
active Americans get their 
exercise from walking. 

The fastest (and easiest) 
way to lose weight is with a 
combination of diet and ex- 
ercise. If you eat 500 calor- 
ies less and exercise 500 
calories more, you can 
easily reduce your daily 
calorie count by 1,000-and 
that would be nearly 2 
pounds a week, which is 
considered the ideal rate at 
which to lose weight and 
keep it off. 

At any rate, here are a 
few reduced-calorie re- 
cipes to aid in the battle of 
the bulge. And, you have

Storm doesn’t stop softball teams

A ground ball to the short- 
stop A pop-up to right field. A 
strike out. Three at-bats and no 
hits, another bad day at the ball 
diamond. 

Robert Goodlow has been 
playing softball for as long as he 
can remember. He has played 
professional softball for Snyd- 
ers, Little Caesars and the 
Rochester Zeniths, He has seen 
outstanding softball players. 
And he has seen terrible softball 
players. 

‘Tve seen so many players 
doing the basics wrong and 
they just get frustrated be- 
cause they aren't getting the 
hits,” said Goodlow, who is a 
two-time All World and All Pro 
player with Snyders, a national 
touring Class A team. 

”The best equipment in the 
world won't help if you don't 
know the right technique. And 
you can go to the batting cage 
as much as you want, but if you 
aren’t doing the right things it 
won t help. 

Because of the increased in- 
terest in soft ball, Goodlow', 39, is 
starting a program to help play- 
ers become better hitters. 
The Explosion Softball 
Academy will offer power hit- 
ting instruction in both clas- 
sroom and smalbgroup ses- 
sions. 

Goodlow believes that a lot 
more people are playing soft- 
ball and that there are many 
players who want to become 
better hitters. 

*Tve always wanted to do 
it,” said Goodlow, who is a ,600 
lifetime hitter. M I now see a 
market for it and I really be- 
lieve it is needed.” 

The A program consists of 
classroom instruction with a 
handbook, visual aids and de- 
monstration. The B program 
includes one hour of batting in- 
struction with handbook and 
visual aids. The B-program, 
which costs $23.95, is a semipri- 
vate session which enables 
more one-on-one instruction. 


The A program costs $15.95, 

“This is a pioneering effort,” 
explained Goodlow. “A person 
can get instructional video 
tape, but no one is providing in- 
structions to small groups 
which I feel is a lot more benefi- 
cial.” 

The program teaches the hit- 
ter proper hand positions, ele- 
ments of the swing, weight dis- 
tribution, better box position 
and pitch selection. 


“I recommend both prog- 
rams,” said Goodlow, a West- 
land resident. “I am planning 
on only having three or four 
people in each session in the B 
program, i want it more perso- 
nalized so 1 can focus in on 
different things with each 
person.” 

Goodlow’s academy will take 
place at the Bailey Recreation 
Center on Ford Road in West- 
land and instruction begins 


Jan. 4. 

Mike Brewis, supervisor for 
the parks and recreation de- 
partment for the city of West- 
land, believes the academy will 
be popular and helpful for soft- 
ball players. 

“We have 60 softball teams in 
our leagues,” said Brewis. 

The sessions will run from 
Jan. 4 through April 29. Anyone 
interested should call 728-3873.
